PLATE GLASS COFFINS. 


They Have Advantages W hich May Bring 
T h em Into General Use. 
The latest invent ion in coffins is a 
glass casket, which, among other ad­ 
vantages, w ill relieve the fears of those 
whose minds constantly revert to being 
buried alive. 
By this coffin the mourn­ 
ers w ill be able to detect the slightest 
movement of the corpse through the 
transparent walla 
While there is something poetic in the 
idea of being laid to rest in a block of 
crystal, sentiment did not enter the in­ 
ventor’s mind. 
Why a coffin should be ' 
made of glass is a question which at first 
puzzles t hose who have not made a study 
of the subject. 
The reasons are nev- 
ertheleas important from a hygienic 
standpoint. Probably the first advantage 
that will commend them to the publio 
at large is the fact that they are cheaper 
than the modern metallic or wooden 
caskets. WThat w ill interest the board of 5 
health is that their adoption, it is claim- i 
ed, w ill be a source of protection to 
communities in case of epidemics. 
Be- j 
ing hermetically sealed, they w ill pre* j 
vent the escape of any germs which 
might generate disease in the systems of 
those coming in contact with the corpse. 
Mourners w ill not be debarred from 
gazing at the features and form of the 
deceased when a malignant fever carries 
them off. 
Although resembling the metallic or 
wooden casket in shape, the glass coffin 
is radically different in every other re- | 
spect. Not only is it made of glass, but 
an inmolded network of wire re-en­ 
forces the strength of the sides and top. 
The glass employed in the construction 
of the caskets will bo of the heavy plate 
description, which, when carefully join­ 
ed in compact form, will prove fully «18 
strong as the wooden article now in use 
The method of manufacture is the same 
as that employed in a plate glass factory, 
the edges being beveled by the same 
process used in manufacturing pressed 
glass imitations of cut glass articles. 
By tho insertion of the wire woven 
frame the glass sides will be greatly 
strengthened. This feature w ill be easi lv 
accomplished, the netting being dipped 
into the molten glass and cast with it 
in the molds. When the various lengths 
have been turned out, the edges are ac­ 
curately beveled and all is ready for 
tho completion of the coffin. 
After the ( 
body has been placed in the receptacle 
the interstice's are closed with water 
proof cement, and the remains w ill be 
kept intact for years, long after tho

B ill W h ich Seek* to P reven t S trikes end 
A djust Labor T roub les. 
Indianapolis, Feb. 12.—The Roose 
labor arbitration bill passed the house 
Thursday bv the heavy vote of 02 to I. 
It provides for the appointment of two 
commissioners, who shall endeavor to 
conciliate all labor dispute*. 
Where a 
labor dispute exists the commissioners 
are required to endeavor to get the par­ 
tial to the dispute to submit it to arbi­ 
tration. 
Then the commissioners and a 
circuit judge form a board of arbitra­ 
tion and adjudicate the difficulty. 
The 
bill involves an expense of $600 per year 
for a clerk and $10 per <lay for the com­ 
missioners when actually engaged in 
arbitration. 
Its main features are: 
I. That the arbitration is voluntary. No 
one i* compelled to go into it against his 
free will. 
8. That while the judge of the circuit 
court is the presiding member of the board 
and direct# the proceedings and decide* 
on legal question# of practice and the ad 
luissibility of evidence, he ha* no more 
voioe in the decision than tiny other arbi­ 
trator. His vote counts one, the same as 
the others. 
3. Bat when the decision of the arbitre 
tors have been made and recorded and 
any party to it refuses to obey it. the 
power of th*' court may be invoked to 
compel ohedienc*. 
4. This, ho waver, is after uotice to the 
party, and opportunity to give his reason 
if he bas auy, why he ought not to be re­ 
quired to obey the award. 
He i# not in 
contempt of court until he has boon hear 
and his ob jections to the award have been 
overruled aud he has disobeyed the ordu 
of the court Limed on the award. 
5. If the parties refuse to arbitrate, the 
commissioners, with the aid of the at 
torney general or his deputy, ar* to rave* 
tigate ti*e fact# aud report to the gover­ 
nor. They are not authorized to pro 
pounce any judgment on the merit* of th< 
controversy—only to find out and report 
the facts. The parties arc then left to take 
their own course.

J a y G o u ld L a tte r l u a C u rio S h o p . 
In a little old curiosity shop in Third 
avenue is an odd letter written by Jay 
Gould away back in 1854, beforo Gould 
began to dicker in railroads and when 
he was an obscure aud respected sur­ 
veyor. 
The letter was written by Gould to 
the late A. M. Sherman, and it was an 
appeal for the loan of a surveyor’s level, 
the young surveyor offering to give the 
topography of the Newbuig and Syra­ 
cuse railroad for it 
Just before his 
death a few’ years ago J ay Gould at­ 
tempted to buy the letter for $25, but it 
had been sold the day before. Not long 
ago, however, tile letter came back into 
the possession of the curio dealer, and a 
few days ago ho sent his young son 
around to George Gould’s office with it, 
Instructing him to offer it for sale for 
$25, the price the senior Gould had of­ 
feree, to pay. 
George Gould was pleased with the 
old, woru and yellow letter. He read it 
and then laughingly said: 
“ I declare, that’s funny. My father 
wrote th a t.” However, he refused to 
give more than $5 for it, which offer the 
curio dealer refused. 
After 42 years the letter is as plain aa 
the day it was written. But the paper, 
a full sized letter sheet, written on both 
■ides, is worn at the edges. The hand­ 
writing is plain aud flowing, with a de­ 
cided tendency to flourish. 
Two words 
are misspelled—barometrical and dam­ 
age, which are written “ bermetrioal” 
and “ dammage. ” 
But queerest of all is the length of 
the epistle. 
Jay Gould was noted for 
the brevity of his business letters. Three 
lines often sufficed him, when his wealth 
was nearly $100,000,000, to transact 
business involving millions. 
But us a 
poor surveyor he needed plenty of verbi­ 
age to get around the loan of a $20 
level. —New York Letter

Tho latest invention in coffins is a 
glass casket, which, among other ad­ 
vantages, w ill relieve the fears of those 
whose minds constantly revert to being 
buried alive. 
By this coffin the mourn­ 
ers w ill be able to detect the slightest 
movement of the corpse through the 
transparent walls. 
While there is something poetic in the 
idea of being laid to rest in a block of 
crystal, sentiment did not enter the in­ 
ventor’s mind. 
Why a coffin should be 
made of glass is a question which at first 
puzzles those who have not made a study 
of the subject. 
The reasons are nev­ 
ertheless important from a hygienic 
standpoint. Probably the first advantage 
that w ill commend them to the public 
at large is the fact that they are cheaper 
than the modern metallic or wooden 
caskets. What w ill interest the board of ■ 
health is that their adoption, it is claim- I 
ed, will be a source of protection to 
communities in case of epidemics. 
Be­ 
ing hermetically sealed, they w ill pre­ 
vent the escape of any germs which 
might generate disease iii the systems of 
those coming in contact with the corpse. 
Mourners Will not bo debarred from 
gazing at the features and form of the 
deceased when a malignant fever carries 
them off. 
Although resembling the metallic or 
wooden casket in shape, the glass coffin 
is radically different in every other re- j 
spect. Not only is it made of glass, but 
an inmolded network of wire re-en­ 
forces the strengt h of the sides and top. 
The glass employed in tho construction 
of the caskets w ill be of the heavy plate 
description, which, when carefully join­ 
ed in compact form, w ill prove fully as 
strong as tho wooden article now in use 
Tho method of manufacture is the same 
as that employed in a plate glass factory, 
the edges being beveled by the same 
process used in manufacturing pressed 
glass imitations of cut glass ait idea 
By the insertion of the wire woven 
frame the glass sides w ill be greatly 
strengthened. This feature w ill be easi ly 
accomplished, the netting being dipped 
into the molten glass and cast with it 
In the molds. When the various lengths 
have been turned out, the edges are ac­ 
curately beveled and all is ready for 
the completion of the coffin. 
After the 
body has been placed in the receptacle 
the interstices are closed with wat r 
proof cement, and the remains w ill be 
kept intact for years, long after tho 
death of those who have lowered the 
casket to its last resting place.—New J 
York Journal.

Andre*’* Balloon Expedition 
Tlsere is much greater interest felt in 
Norway and Sweden just now over M. 
Andre©’a balloon expedition to the north 
pole than in the vague re ports about Dr. 
Naris* u. 
The exploring balloon is al­ 
ready more than half completed, and it 
will be finished in another month. Th© 
Severest tests are being applied to th© 
texture and scums of the great bag as it 
is put together. 
The cloth is said to bs 
much stronger than was contracted for, 
ami the seams are still stronger than tho 
cloth. 
A balloon house is being con­ 
structed at Cottonburg, whence it will 
be transported in pieces to Spitsbergen, 
where the ascension will begin. 
This 
house will be octagonal, about 80 feet 
high and I IO broad. Tho roof, which, of 
course, will be expansible^ will be of 
balloon cloth. 
The walls and floor of 
the house w ill be covered with felt in* 
side, so as to prevent damage by friction 
hr the balloon, and the windows will be 
of gelatin instead of glass. 
It is found that a combination of sul­ 
phuric acid and malleable iron shavings 
yields tbs best hydrogen gas, and 85 
tons of thiN material will be taken to 
Spitsbergen.
